VIENNA. Sept 13.—M. Witte, the Rus- 


sian minister of finance, who U so- 
journing at Abazzia, is giving to re- 
porters of the Austrian and German 
press a series of interviews which 
are attracting wide-spread attention 
and are icgarded as hopeful signs of 
peace. In an interview published m 
the Neue Freie Presse, M. Witte dis- 
claimed any intention on the part of 
Russia at any time to make a Russian 
province of Bulgaria. Referring to 
the peaceful intentions of the czar he 
soid: 
"During the past six years the dan- 


ger of war has frequently arisen, but 
the czar's will alone maintained peace. 
During three years he has not deliv- 
ered a single speech or made a single 
remark which alluded in any way to 
the 
possibility 
of war. On the 


other hand the bellicofe 
speeches 


of 
other 
monaruhs 
must 
be 


remembered. How often has Russia 
heard warlike threats; but the czar 
never answered. He is his own maWer 
and his will is absolute. He has to reck- 
on with no parliament. But never since 
1890 has peace been so secure and the 
situation so reassuring as at present. 
I see no possible danger of complica- 
ttons." 
Of Emperor Franz Joseph, M. Witte 


speaks in the highest terms of praise. 
The Austrian kaiser, he said, com- 
manded the greatest degree of con- 
fidence in Russia, where the convic- 
tion was general that Austria's for- 
eign policy was peaceful. The only 
question was as to the condition of 
matters in Hungary, the Hungarians 
being engaged in the endeavor to 
bring everything under Magyr domina- 
tion. 
In regard to past differences between 


Russia and Turkey, M. Witte said that 
Russia's different campaigns against 
Turkey had been brought about by 
the necessity that Russia should se- 
cure a free passage not only for 
Russian ships, but for the vessels 
of 
all nations through 
the Dar- 


danelles. Since the conclusion of the 
German-Russian commercial treaty he 
said, great improvement was noticed 
in the condition of affairs in Russia, 
and peace was finally consolidated.

Banner Day at the Grand Jtxmy 


Encampment. 


Report of the Committee OB Pensions 


Condemning Economy Practiced at 


the Expense ol Patriotism— 


Loonvffle Selected. 


Banner D»y. 
H, Pa., Sept. 13.—Wednes- 


day was designated in Jihe official pro- 
gramme ol the citizen's executive com- 
mittee as "Banner Day" of Brand 
Army week. What with the reunions 
of no less than eighty-seven army 
corps, the opening of the encamp- 
ment and the convention of the Wo- 
man's Relief Corps, the tactics of the 
Grand Army and kindred organizations 
and the parade of She ex-prisoners of 
war, the designation proved anything 
lot a misnomer. 
Last night the delegates and promi- 


nent visitors to the encampment to the 
number of 5,000 or more participated 
as guests of the local committee in one 
of the most elaborate of social func- 
tions in the history of the state. 
A Maximum of Bmlnen In » Minimum of 
Time. 


The delegates to the encampment 


"beat the 
recorfi yesterday. 
They 


started out to transact a maximum of 
business in a minimum of time, and 
they well succeeded. Just as soon as 
the welcoming exercises had been dis- 
posed of, and before the doors were 
closed upon tie nonveterans, Henry 
'Watterson was "introduced to present 
the plea of Louisville for the next en- 
campment. The silver-tongued Ken- 
tnckian was in 'tis best mood. 


Close attention was paid by the dele- 


gates to the report of the commander- 
in-chief, and *he frequent references 
that it contained to the attitude of the 
congress and of'the people of the south 
toward Union soldiers and patriotic 
movements originating in the north 
were heartily applauded. 


The semisensational report of the 


committee on legislation was submit- 
ted by distribution in printed form, 
and consequently failed to evoke any 
demonstration. 


When the report of the committee on 


pensions was read, however, cheers 
punctuated every paragraph. It was 
signed by Comrades H. E. Taintor, A. 
M. Warner and 3 Ti. Walker, chair- 
man, and read as follows: 


Report of the Committee on Pensions. 
"Your committee would res pectfully 


reiterate the sentiment* and renew the 
recommendations touching the rights 
of the Union veteran and the duties of 
the government toward him, embodied 
in our report submitted to the Twen- 
ty-seventh national encampment. 


"After the adoption of the report by 


the national encampment there was a 
change in the action of the pension de- 
partment in its rules for suspension 
of payment without hearing, and 
many of those whose pensions had 
been suspended under the unfair rule 
have been restored to the rolls. Your 
committee is, however, of the opinion 
that 


There I* Still Ja(tO*uM'lor Complaint 


In technical rulings and requirements 
of the pension department which work 
•unfavorably to the applicant and re- 
Bnlt in unjust discrimination against 
his interests; that douibts are unjustly 
decided adversely to "the dlaimant, 
which under any reasonably liberal 
constrnotion should have been decided 
in his favor. 
"Order No. 229 from the department 


of the interior bureau of -pensions, is- 
Bued June 19,1893, is especially ob- 
noxious as establishing needless and 
hard requirements in Cbe"preparation 
and forwarding of testimony hi sup- 
port of claims. 


"We insist that evidence, very often 


procured after years, of effort, and at 
great expense of time and money on 
the part of the applicant, should not 
be thrown out for mere lack of form 
or want of compliance witk any purely 
technical or arbitrary rules, and we 
•urge that this order be so modified as 
-to provide that all applications pre- 
sented be fairly examined. 
JEconomy at the Expense of the Union 
Veteran*. 


"Your committee teels constrained 


•to call the attention of the National 
Encampment to the fact that a large 
.part of the appropriation made by the 
fttty-fieeond congress for the payment 
of pensions for the year ending July 
30,1894, was unnsed and turned back 
into the treasury, while hundreds ol 
thousands ef unadjudicated claims re- 
mained pending in the pension tra- 
ireau. 
"At the same time, credit is claimed 


on behalf of oongresss and the admin- 
istration on the grounds that the ag- 
gregate appropriations have been re- 
duced. Yet it appears that the only 
reduction made has been effected by 
•cutting down the appropriation for 
pensions, and that Union veteram 
alone feel the effect of this spirit ol 


i 
.economy. 


A Significant Fact. 


"It is a significent fact that while 


a period of seventeen years elapsed be- 
tween the ending of our war with Mex- 
ico, and the closing of the war of the 
rebellion, yet tbe amount now ex- 
pended ior the pensioning of the sol- 
diers of the Mexican war is increasing, 
while the amount expended for pen- 
sions to Union veterans is diminishing.

rooted, roofs taken off and much other 
damage done. Robert Culp, colored, 
was killed, and Willis Yandell had a 
foot crushed by falling timber, and an 
•unknown man was bruised about the 
he'ad and shoulders. 
About 11:25 a. m., a cloud slightly 


dark was noticed in the sky above the 
southeastern portion of the city. In 
an incredibly short time, the cloud had 
besome very dark and was scurry ing at 
a rapid rate. 
Along Second street the most dam- 


age was done. TheroofoftheEbenezer 
Baptist church, and of the house of 
Mr. Sheibl er. were taken off. 
For sev- 


eral hundr ed feet furtheron limbs of 
trees were scattered around. 


Here the storm seemed to get close 


to the ground. A tenement house and 
another cottage situated several hun- 
dred feet oft Second avenue were lifted 
into the air and dashed back upon the 
ground 
Both were completely de- 


molished. 


A few hundred feet further up Sec- 


ond avenue another negro shanty was 
shattered 
and scattered 
over - the 


ground. Nothing about the house re- 
mains where 
it originally 
stood. 


Bricks from the chimneys were scat- 
tered hundreds of feet 


A portion of the roof of the water- 


works ' building was torn away, and 
then the wind sped <m Into the colony 
of lumber yards on the Chesapeake & 
Ohio railroad near Second street. The 
most damage was done here. Huge 
piles of lumber were hurled down »nd 
then lifted into the air and scattered 
to the four winds. The smokestacks 
Sf the mills belonging to N. W. Speers 
& Co., on North Second street, were 
blown down. A portion of the roof 
was taken off the mill building proper, 
and the stable room was completely 
demolished. 


Anderson, Tully & Co.'s lumber yard 


was next in order, and was treated in 
the same manner as the Speers yards. 
Wilkes Yandell, who is employed by 
Anderson, Tnlly & Co., received sev- 
eral painful injuries from the falling 
lumber. His legs were bruised and it 
is thought his ankle is broken 


At the northwestern end of the An- 


derson, Tully & Co's yard, the re- 
cently-completed steel bridge over 
Wolf river stands. This bridge has no 
wagon road over it, but is for the use 
of railroad trains only. 
A switch 


engine was standing on the east- 
ern side of the bridge when the 
first heavy breath of the storm was 
felt. The engineer jerked open his 
throttle and ran hh engine with the 
tonstruction car which was attached 
to it several hundred yards up the 
track. Hardly had the rumble of the 
tvheels on the bridge ceased when the 
tvind lifted about lr>0 or 200 feet of it, 
"ails, ties and all, and dashed it down 
into the low ground and river below.

•o other property in this vicinity. The 
,oss to property will amount far up 
into the thousands 
The velocity of 


the wind as estimated by the weather 
bureau here was between sixty and 
seventy-five miles per hour.

WRECKED BY 
A CYCLONE. 


Terrible Accident mt Charleston, Mo*—Tir* 


Killed arid a Score of Penon* Injured. 
ST. Louis, Sept. 13.—A special from 


Charleston, Mo., says a cyclone of tre- 
mendous velocity swept over this city 
yesterday afternoon, causing one of 
the most serious wrecks that has oc- 
curred on the Iron Mountain railroad.

Before the process of canning became 


known, dried fruits were much more 
generally nsed than now. The change 
is in some respects unfortunate, for 
dried fruits, when the drying is care- 
fully and intelligently done, are among 
the most healthful of all articles of diet, 
and are recommended by some of our 
moat distinguished physicians as being 
better for use, especially for children 
and invalids in hot weather, than even 
fresh fruits, unless these can be'faad in 
an hour or two after gathering. Dried 
fruits really preserve much of the flavor 
and all the healthful properties of the 
fresh fruits, without their liability to 
fermentation. 
This advantage they 


share with canned fruits, but the latter 
require to he cooked with a certain 
amount of sugar and both physicians 
and chemists are becoming more and 
more insistent upon the evils attending 
the use of cane sugar, especially when 
cooked with fruit acids. 


Strawberries, raspberries, blackber- 


ries and gooseberries do not dry to good 
advantage, being composed principally 
of fla«or, water and seeds. The flavor 
and water disappear, and only the seeds 
remain. 
Currants and huckleberries 


take more kindly to the process, and 
cherries, 
plums, apricots, peaches, 


pears and apples are all exceedingly 
good—always providing that the drying 
is properly done. 


Only perfect fruit, neither unripe 


nor overripe, 
should 
be selected. 


Huckleberries and currants need no 
further preparation than washing and 
picking over. Cherries and plums 
need to have their pits removed, and 
peaches require, in addition, to be 
pared and quartered, while the other 
fruits need to be pared, cored and cut 
into quarters or still smaller divisions. 


The old-fashioned method of thread- 


ing the quarters of apples or pears 
upon strings, to hang in long festoons 
on the sunny side of the house or 
against the kitchen wall, had many 
disadvantages. In the first place the 
drying was necessarily so slow that 
some parts of the fruit were almost 
sure to become in a measure decom- 
posed before the drying was com- 
pleted, and in the second place the 
festoons were exposed to the attacks 
of hosts of flies; and at the present day 
we know that it was not without rea- 
son that the ancient Philistines named 
their spirit of evil "Beelzebub, god of 
the flies, for there are no more indus- 
trious disseminators of disease than 
they. The fly which has come from 
putrid offal to alight upon some slight 
scratch or pimple may be instantly 
brushed away, but perhaps not before 
he has had time to deposit the blood 
poison which may produce the dreaded 
carbuncle, or even the 'almost surely 
fatal malignant pustule; or by alight- 
ing upon articles of food, it may bring 
infections which produpe many sorts 
of stomach trouble or even typhoid 
fever or cholera. 


Tin dishes or flat sheets of tin are 


most convenient for this use, but are 
apt to impart a disagreeable flavor. 
Thin boards of some odorless wood an- 
swer a good purpose, but it is not easj 
to so place them that the oven wil' 
hold many at a time There is no dan- 
ger of their burning, for the oven thai 
is hot enough to burn the wood is quite 
too hot for the fruit, which would be 
cooked instead of dried., The best waj 
is to have a set of agate ware or porce 
Iain-lined dripping pans kept for thi 
purpose only. In each spread a single 
layer of the fruit Place the pans in 
the'oven in a pile, one above the othe 
—not in such a way as to make closet 
dishes of them, but "crisscross," s< 
that the hot air may have free acces 
to the fruit—till the oven will hold n< 
more. In this way a good deal of frui 
may be done at one time. The heat o 
the oven may be first tested by putting 
in a small portion of the fruit to b 
dried, as not only do different fruit 
require a different temperature, bu 
even various sorts of the same fruit; a 
good deal depending upon whether th 
season has been wet or dry, that which 
is gathered in a dry season demanding 
not only a lower degree of heat, but a' 
shorter time than that gathered in a 
wet season. 
, 


Dried fruits should be carefully and 


quickly washed befor J cooking; quick-' 
ly, because none of the flavor should 
escape to be thrown away in the wash- 
ing water. Then the fruit should be 
put into cold water, and allowed to 
soak until it begins to plump out into 
something resembling its original pro- 
portions 
Then put into a preserving 


kettle, set upon the fire, and bring to a( 
quick scald, after which it may be set, 
back from the flre to where it will just 
simmer until done. Perhaps one of 
the chief reasons why dried fruits are 
so healthful is that they cannot be 
used without a good deal of cooking. 
This destroys the tendency to fermen- 
tation, which is the bane of fresh' 
fruits, especially those which have had 
to come far to market. If sugar is to 
be added, it may be done in a few min- 
utes before removing from the flre, or' 
wait until it is brought to the table, 
where each person may suit himself as 
to quantity. 


It should be mentioned that all 


fruits—for ail have acid qualities- 
should be cooked only in vessels which 
can impart no flavor. Agate-iron or 
iron with a porcelain lining, is good 
when new, but should not be used 
after the lining is at all broken. An 
earthenware preserving kettle is best.
